HINTS AND NOTIONS.

Wood Staining:. Young Housekeeper, 
Hartford, Conn. For a bright red stain for 
wood make a strong infusion of Brazil chips 
in water impregnated -with pearl ashes in the 
proportion of one ounce to one gallon. After 
standing, with frequent stirring, several days, 
it Is sirfdned, boiled and applied until tbe wood 
appears strongly colored. Before it is dry the 
surface is washed over with alum water, two 
ounces of alum to one quart of water. For a 
less bright red brush, over the wood with a 
tincture made by dissolving one ounce of 
dragon's blood In one pint of spirits of wine. 
For a pink or rose red add to one gallon of the 
above infusion of Brazil wood two ounces of 
pearl ashes, brushing the wood over often with 
the alum water. The reds may be varnished 
in the usual way. A bright hue of copper is 
obtained by brushing the wood with a hot solu- 
tion of the metal several times, followed by a 
coat of the solution of pearl ashes In the pro- 
portion of two ounces to one pint of water, 
hot, over the wood.

Dados. "Practical," of Denver, asks for 
home hints as to. colors In dados. The old 
style was to give to painted dados a brown 
color, unattractive In Itself and simply com- 
plying with the condition of rendering the 
dado darker than the wall surface. Ordinary 
wood, painted or stained, admits of many en- 
livening colors in this position. A cream color 
wall comes well with a dark blue dado, the 
blue consisting of ultramarine, with a little 
white and dark added. A citrine wall appears 
to advantage with a similar dado. A gray-blue 
wall with a yellow tint is almirably set off "with 
a slightly orange maroon dado. 

Paste for Wall Paper. *' Inquirer," San 
Jose, Cal. A paste that will adhere to white- 
washed and all plastered surfaces Is -made as 
follows : Soften eighteen pounds of finely 
powdered bole in water ; next boil one and a 
quarter pounds of glue, adding It to the above 
with two pounds of .gypsum. The whole is to 
be dilated to a thin>iiaste. When putting fine 
paper on old walls it is well to coat them with 
a grouad paper, using this paste. 

Finishing: of Papier KCache. If " Old 
Subscriber," who writes from Kansas City, 
wished a varnished surface, fine copal varnish 
should be used, the material being placed flat 
to prevent running. On the varnish drying a 
woolen rubber moistened with water .and dip- 
ped in fine pumice sand Is applied. The var- 
nishing and rubbing is repeated. The final 
polishing Is done with a rubber of soft satin or 
silk, damped in water, and using finely powder- 
ed rotten stone. 

Scagliola. House Painter, Buffalo. The 
beautiful material known as ScagUola, now 
largely .used fot the. walls of entrance halls and 
the coating of pillars, and which may-be mside 
to resemble to some extent Mexican onyx in 
shadings and veinlngs, is composed of fine 
gypsum and calcined marble mixed In ia pow- 
dered state with isinglass, and then made Into 
a paste-with alum. The painter works on this. 
Its absorbency giving a soft translucent hue 
to the blended colors and shades. 

Walnut Finishers. H. F. B., New York. 
Linseed oil hardens wood, and well made wal- 
nut finished with it and shellac will in a few 
years become polished almost like bronze. The 
French use this finish only on sculptured work 
or on very fine wood walnut veneers in connec- 
tion with polished ebony moldings. Walnut 
fomlture In this country, however, is. under 
different climatic conditions. The color of 
American walnut when oiled approaches very 
near the color of jdark old oak, and finishes 
much finer. 

Gilding on Qlass. R. S. Galbralth, Tor- 
onto. For gilding on glass the size may be 
either isinglass in water, spirit of wine equal to 
the water being afterwards added, and the 
whole strained, or ordinary or Japanese gold 
size or any fine gum In solution or varnish. 
Glass may be gilt directly with shell gold mixed 
with gum arable and borax. The back of the 
gilding Is to be coated with asphaltum dis- 
solved in turpentine. Grout's size for gilding 
may b*e obtained at the art stores and Is said to 
be excellent. 

Dark Oak Graining:. Decorator, Mem- 
phis, Tenn. The ground for this is made of 
pure white lead, golden ochre and royal red, 
or when a very bright tone Is desired, deep 
orange chrome is used instead of golden ochre. 
Burnt sienna, raw sienna and Vandyke brown 
also form good graining colors. The flash 
lights as they appear in good specimens — con- 
stituting an Important feature of dark oak 
graining— are simply and easily formed, but 
their beauty depends much on the skill and 
taste of tho grainer.

To Prevent the Feeliner of Faint. F. S. 
Griffith, Washington, D. C. The sample you 
send is worthless. It is fifty per cent barytes. 
In reply to your other query we give the fol- 
lowing from a practical painter : Mix a solution 
of yeUow wax and turpentine with the paint, 
adding a slight amount of resiu dissolved in 
turpentine, and a little oil of turpentine. The 
mixture is almost colorless. The wax should 
be equal in weight to the linseed oil, the tur- 
pentine half the quantity, j, 

Polish for Haxd and Soft Woods. 
Vander, N. T. Take of gum mastic half an 
ounce, gum benzoin half an ounce, rectified 
spirit or naphtha spirit half a pint. When the 
gums are dissolved wadding is dipped in it and 
wrapped in linen. Rubbed on wood it gives a 
brilliant surface. Dragon's blood, softened 
with spirit, and applied to the face of the linen, 
will give a red hue. 

Cornices. Nothing in the way of decora- 
tion is so difficult as rightly to color a cornice. 
As a frame of celling and wall it should be 
colored stronger. Strong colors may generally 
be used, even pure vermilion, carmine and 
ultramarine, subdued by softer shades as gray, 
blue and yellow. • Yellow may be used on ad- 
vancing members, red on fiat recesses, blue in 
the concave moldings. Color is essential to 
bring fairly out the sectional form of a cornice, 
so that every member shall appear in proper 
position ; there must also be a certain amount 
of breadth in the treatment, so that it will not 
look too liny. White lines should bemtroduced 
between primaries, or they will introduce a 
"swimming" efEect. A cornice being that 
portion of a wall on which weight appears es- 
pecially to rest, the idea of strength may be 
well conveyed by making the predominating 
colors brown, rich maroon, dull blue or bronze 
green. As a frame of the ceiling it should 
appear in deep colors. A good effect is to be 
produced by varnishing the greater portion and 
leaving the rest " dead." 

G-ilding'. The English method of prepar- 
ing the color in size on which to lay the gold 
is to grind together red oxide of lead with old 
and thick drying oil, which is brought to proper 
consistence by adding a little turpentine size. 
When too thin it will curdle and run and when 
too thick will give heavy edges and diminish 
the brilliancy of the gold. The outlinine pencil 
should not be so narrow as to lay on a heavy 
edge that cannot be worked bacK, and a short 
pencil is best for filling in. Should the pencil 
be washed in turpentine, owing to the size set- 
ting, the turoentine must be allowed to evap- 
orate before it is again used. 

Furniture and Walls. It is well to bear 
in mind that furniture does not look well 
against a very light wall ; with this as a back- 
ground every object seems cut out with offen- 
sive sharpness and haraness. .as to the cor- 
nice, we have never yet seen a room altogether 
satisfying' to the eye where the skirting was 
light. 

Selection of Furniture. In selection of 
ifumiture rarity and beauty are not the prime 
consideration, but the suitability of the articles 
to the rooms in which they are to be put. The 
motives which determine a collector should 
have little infiuence in furnishing a house. 

Varnished Carved Work. Carved work 
that has been finely varnished presents a bril- 
liant appearance after being rubbed with oiled 
fiannel.

Decoration of Staircase Wsdls. A deep 
frieze of boldly designed painted or stencil or- 
naments will assist much in breaking the usual 
bad proportion of the staircase wall, while 
panels may be framed in bold lines of paint 
and distemper and filled in with framed pic- 
tures. A good neutral tint or warm gray 
ground, with ornament in green or vermilion, 
has a good effect, if the colors be carefully 
treated; or a wide diaper, with patterns inter- 
changed, may be introduced here and there. 
Many tints suggest themselves to give a bright 
and cheerful character to the passage way. 
Good photographs, sketches and studies are 
useful to hang on the slope of the staircase. 
Handsomely designed lantern lights, filled with 
leaded and jeweled glass, hung from the ceil- 
ing, and diffusing light equally, are happily 
superseding iron or bronze brackets as sup- 
ports for lights, with their defective illumina- 
tion. 

Imitation of Harble. A prominent fea- 
ture in decorative materials are the various 
compositions now produced to simulate more 
valuable substances. The costliness of marble 
restricts its use in wall decoration, and its 
weight is objectionable in ceiling adornment. 
As to marble itself , variegated or colored kinds 
have long superseded the lifeless white. Com- 
pounds, however, are now prepared, which 
.furnish superb marbling effects, either self 
colors or clouded or veined. The composition 
consists of one pound joiner's best glue and 
half a pound of resin (calophonium) boiled 
thick, after which powdered chalk is added of 
any desired color. The whole is then stirred 
up with olive oil and poured out into shallow 
wooden trays. After gaining a moderate con- 
sistence, veinings and featherings are added. 

A Painted Stucco Ceiling. An elegant 
painted stucco ceiling has a bluish-gray for the 
ground of the central compartment, with 
white stars relieved by blue and gold. The 
border of this compartment is a sprig of green 
leaves interwoven with a white band on a 
light brown ground. The ornaments are buff 
and white and the facing of the fillets are 
white. The band outside this central compart- 
ment is an ovolo with laurel wreath in relief-; 
this is painted with a tint of bronze platina 
and framed with gold fillets. 

Ceramic "Ware. The high watermark 
which ceramic ware has achieved is well illus- 
trated in the season's goods. . There are figures 
composed In a thoroughly classical spirit. 
Turquois, china and other faience wares are re- 
markable for their dazzling beauty and the 
perfection of the workmanship displayed, 
workmanship which through several perilous 
ordeals of fire in the baking process, trans- 
forms duU earth and pigments as by a magic- 
ian's fi and. 

Harbling. Italian jasper is a fine marble 
to imitate. The painter, having prepared a 
drab ground, oils this, and rules, in circular 
forms of Indian red and bright lake. With a 
feather dipped in turpentine veins of different 
tints of orange, green, also gray, composed of 
white, raw sienna, Prussian blue and ivory 
black, are put in between these. The olive and 
gray tints are glazed with white and the dark 
with crimson lake. The final touching up is 
given with very thin white on a feather. 

Plastic "Wall Designs. An extraordinary 
depth of relief work has been attained in wall 
Alhambra patterns prepared in wooden molds 
and pressed Into soft plaster or gypsum. The 
deepened places receive the dark colors, the 
reliefs are gilt or kept white. When the light 
falls on a wall of this kind the surfaces in re- 
lief shine out beautifully and by their natural 
shadows tone down the otherwise too strong 
effect of the colors. 

Patterns for Stenciling. Take a dozen 
sheets of cartridge paper and having soaked 
them Avith linseed oil wipe off the superfluous 
oil, and place them under a press for a few 
days. The patterns having been drawn on 
these transparent sheets, they are to be placed 
on a sheet of glass and cut out with a sharp 
knife. Subsequently varnish the surface, which 
besides giving increased stiffness to the cart- 
ridge paper, will allow of its being more readily 
cleaned after use. 

"Waxing of Floors. First treat with raw 
linseed oil and filler, puttying all cracks. 
Shavings of wax are to be boiled with turpen- 
tine, care being taken that the mixture does 
not flare up. This is applied with a pound 
brush, after which the composition is rubbed 
well Into the wood. A dull gloss, now-a-days 
80 much favored, is produced.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



rumishingr a Diningr-room. " I, " writes 
Inez, of Washington, Iowa, ."have recently 
been furnishing a dining-room, and as I had to 
do it on an income of -almost nothing a year, I 
thought some of your readers might like to 
know how I accomplished it, especially as the 
result is quite pretty and home like." 

The dining-room is not large, only eleven 
by eleven (11x11). 

A fireplace and cracked marble mantel oc- 
cupy a portion of one side of the room, while 
two large windows furnish ample light, a thing 
so desirable to a dining-room, especially as 
winter approaches, and we would all like as 
much sun light as possible. 

The walls had to be repapered, the old 
paper being homely and considerably the 
worse for wear. I always had a theory that if 
the walls and floor of a room were well cared 
for the r«st would care for itself. 

Having an expensive taste in paper and 
little money to gratify it, I determined to use 
remnants. These can be picked up for mere 
nothing at a good paper house, but you • must 
start with a certain scheme in your head and 
stick to it, for if you are tempted from the 
straight path of your own ideas you may find 
yourself with odds and ends of very pretty 
paper of no practical benefit to you. 

The result of my paper purchasing expedi- 
tion is a dado of olive green and silver paper 
in an indistinct flowery design, frieze of olive 
green with cycles of silver, and the body por- 
tion of the room of plain olive tone. The 
divider is no divider at all, but some striped 
paper cut in strips, in which the principal 
colors are olive, gray and maroon. My border 
cost me more uneasiness than the rest, for not- 
withstanding the room is small it took a good 
deal and it had to be all alike. For picture 
moldings I took long slender strips of wood, 
two inches wide, . covered with a Lincrusta 
Walton band the same width, in a pronounced 
design. This had to be glued on and secured 
by tacks until firm, then varnished. When the 
varnish was dry I painted it olive green. This 
in turn dried, after which I painted the raised 
flowers of the design with brilliant silver pow- 
der, mixed with equal parts of turpentine and 
balsam of fir. 

My picture molding when in place (imme- 
diately beneath the border), gives the border 
the appearance of being broader than it really 
is. My torder, by the way, is very pretty, 
rather a bold design of bright autumn leaves 
on an olive ground. 

My ceiling is plainly papered. I had to 
have that done. The other paper hanging I 
did myself, with the assistance of a little neigh- 
bor's girl to put on the paste. 

The floor was a very respectable, even, 
smooth one, so I painted it all around the edge 
a reddish brown with the new floor paints that 
dry with such a gloss. 

At a carpet store I was enabled to pick up 
a remnant of seven and a half yards of carpet- 
ing, in which there was an indistinct design of 
gray and dark red, I was enabled to get a 
carpet which answered the purpose. 

I took brass strips, three inches wide, had 
holes put through at set intervals on each side, 
and with brass-headed nails secured the brass 
strips on the inside to the carpet, on the out- 
side to the painted floor. This makes a very 
pretty border flnish and keeps the edges of the 
c£u-pet from catching dust underneath. 

The windows came next under considera- 
tion. There has lately come into the market 
" Jewel Stains " for making imitation stained 
glass. 

A friend of mine joined me in buying a 
box, including eight bottles of diflEerent colored 
stains, one bottle of prepared turpentine, and 
a bottle each of ivory and ebony opaque. A 
circular of instructions is in each box, which I 
took out and pinned to the window casement, 
so I could refer to it at any time without hand- 
ling it while staining my windows. First I 
took a rag and washed all the windows with

prepared turpentine. As soon as dry there was 
a " tooth " formed on the surface, on which I 
drew my designs ; then taking my ebony 
opaque, a sable brush and a chair, I went on 
the outside of the house and went carefully 
over every line of my drawing with a band of 
the ebony one-eighth of an inch wide. These 
were the leads, and the result was so satisfac- 
tory I went at the staining with a great deal of 
interest. The upper panes of glass were stained 
in light delicate tones, so as to admit as much 
light as possible, but in the lower windows I 
used the richer darker hues, and was delighted 
with my success. 

Windows treated in this manner really re- 
quire no curtains, as they admit the light free- 
ly, but do not admit the glance of enquiring 
neighbors' eyes. But I have a fancy for a val- 
ance run on a rod, and having an old large dot- 
ted white Swiss dress, I treated the skirt to a 
dose of weak coffee and a little starch. I sewed 
on two thicknesses of blanket to make the dots 
stand out, hemmed two inches deep, and in a 
jiffy I had the rich tones of light of the lower 
portion of my window strained through this 
airy fabric. 

The idea of a sideboard next presented it- 
self, but as it required either more money or 
more time in its construction than I had to de- 
vote to it at that time, I contented myself with 
something else. Taking an old-fashioned card 
table, which folds up, I set it against the wall 
with the folding side up against the wall. Just 
above this I fastened two sets of substantial 
iron brackets, and on them pine shelves stained 
to represent mahogany. These matched the 
table nicely both in color and length. With a 
few white fringed nankins and hand painted 
china plaljps, an old-fashioned silver cake 
basket, and some cut glasses, my table and 
shelves looked just about as pretty and inviting 
as a $50 sideboard. 

Being something of an artist I did not have 
to buy pictures, but took some sketches I had 
made from nature. I mounted them on heavy 
card board, leaving a broad white margin, and 
framed them in inexpensive oak frames, hung 
with sUver wire. 

1 remarked before that I had a fireplace 
with cracked marble mantel above. Well, 
while at work on the other belongings of the 
room, every time my eyes would fall in that 
direction I would think " What will I do with 
the fireplace ?" The marble is of that uncom- 
fortable kind that susrgests a cheap old grave- 
stone. But happening to think of my " Jewel 
Stains," I concluded to try them. The circu- 
lar says that they will produce either leaded or 
mosaic stained glass effects. Of course I did 
not want my fireplace to look like it was glass, 
but thought I might be able to produce a 
mosaic stone effect, and I am pleased to say I 
succeeded nicely. 1 applied ivory and ebony 
opaque in horizontal irregular streaks and 
streams by leaking them from the bottle on to 
the stone. Of course, being thin, they imme- 
diately covered an irregular space smoothly, 
and by dripping "emerald," "garnet," and 
all the darker colors, I soon had an effect that 
was very satisfactory, and that rivalled the ex- 
pensive fireplace and mantel of one of my 
neighbors. Of course the old marble was com- 
pletely covered, and as "Jewel Stains" are 
said to harden with age I think it will be very 
substantial. 

The fireplace being disposed of and my hard 
work being all over, I made a large Japanese(?> 
umbrella of all the remnants of paper, with 
some more brilliant ones mixed in. It is m^de 
in the same manner as the large fans, only in 
two pieces. These are joined together, and 
the whole is supported on an old umbrella 
frame ; both sides are decorated, and it is fas- 
tened to a hook in the middle of the dining- 
room. This takes away from the otherwise 
plain ceiling. A drop light is under this. 

With a table neatly set and half a dozen 
dining-room chairs, my room was completed at 
a cost which I estimate below :
